Body Needs Sugar 
A child should have sugar. 
It 
a mistake not to give it to him; 
should be given In his food or 
end of a meat 
One or two 
ounces a day Is not too much for 
a child up to six. 
Oranges, prunes, and canned to­ 
matoes 
(uncooked) 
are rich 
in 
calcium. Iron Is found in spinach 
and other vegetables, also In egg 
yolk, beef juice, lean beef. graham 
or whole wheat bread and fruits. 
A child may have a little scraped 
beef or beef juice, after he Is about 
14 months old. 
All children are different. Prob­ 
ably no two can be fed exactly 
alike.

buildings or at street corners near 
to the schools. We are all familiar 
with the blue-coated figure waving 
back Impatient trucks 
while 
he 
conveys a little bevy of trusting 
youngsters safely to the opposite 
curb. 
Majority Are Careful 
But In order to make any good 
system work, there murt be ca­ 
rceration. 
There 
are 
careless 
and unscrupulous drivers, of course, 
but they are a very small per­ 
centage of drivers In general. 
It 
Is necessary for the rest of us to 
learn that peculiar alertness that 
has come In with the motor age, 
and teach It to our children, lf we 
wish to keep ourselves and them 
alive. 
The most 
careful 
driver 
may have accidents.

place on either street or road.

go one foot to the left of the mid­ 
dle of the road, when he cannot see 
A car going at a very moderate 
rate of speed rarely can be stop- 
ahead, may mean a smash up.

Drivers Know Dangers 
The cars may appear to pedes­ 
trians to be far enough away from 
each other for one to turn out and 
regain its own aide of the road 
before the other car arrives, but 
appearances are deceiving. 
Few drivers would 
deliberately 
endanger the lives of children, or 
of grown-ups, either, but parents 
with children who have to walk 
distances to school 
along 
much 
travelled 
highways 
should warn 
them daily about the danger of 
playing on the road. 
It will be a 
happy day when 
highways have foot paths for the 
safety of pedestrians.

ASTRONOMY AND THEOLOGY 
Astronomical studies and conclusions will be found to have 
had much to do with our theological theories. 
Think of the different view of the universe and its regula­ 
tion taken by people now and those th at lived before Corpernicus 
and Galllleo. 
W hen David wrote, “W hen I consider thy heavens, the sun, 
moon and stars th at thou hast made, w hat is man th at thou art 
mindful of him ?” how much sm aller a conception of both the uni­ 
verse nad m an he had made from w hat we now have! 
It m ust have a humbling effect upon every thinker to reflect 
upon the vastness of the universe and the smallness of the speck 
upon which we live. 
All c t these discoveries m ay but Increase 
our awe and reverence for Him who made the universe, but they 
alter our notion as to how He did this. 
Victor Hugo, In hie “Intellectual Autobiography,’’ w rote: 
"The locomotive travels fifteen leagues an hour.

cane travels sixty leagues an hour. 
The locomotive drags, the 
hurricane limps, the cannon ball is a tortoise. 
“L et us bestride a ray of light. 
This is to m ount 4,000 times 
faster than the cannon ball, 4,200,000 Jim es sw ifter than the hur­ 
ricane, and 17,000,000 tim es sw ifter th an the locomotive. It makes, 
as you know, 70,000 leagues a second. 
“Start, 
L ight launches you from the E arth to the Sun in 
eight m inutes, from the Sun to Oceanus In four hours, from 
Oceanus to C entaurus In three years and eight months, from Cen­ 
taurus to the pole star In tw enty-eight years, from the pole star 
to the Milky W ay In 16,800 years, and from the Milky W ay to the 
nebula of Canes Venaticl In 5,000,000 years. You have not taken a 
step. 
The apparitions of the universe will 
continue 
to ' loom.
